Coming Here to Bindy,

The Chinese Government has awakened
to the fact thut the recent defeat by thelr
smaller but more highly eduented neigh-
bor, Japan, was due entirely to the lneul-
catlon In the latter nation of western
methods, In view of possible future com-
leations the Chipese Government has
ided to recognize the superiority of for-
elgn training. As a result twenty Chin.
ese boys, runging in age from 10 to 12
years, will soon make thelr appearance in
this country. Unlike thelr predecessors,
these visitors come as children to become
skilled In mechanieal arts. The young-
sters will come over in eare of the Rev,
Hul Kin, superintendent of the Preshy-
terinn mission, who is n gradunte of an
Ameriean eolloge and the third Chinaman
to be ordnined in this country, Mr, Kin
saw what the Chinese officinls had not
seen—that to properly eduente the oriental
In western moethods he must be bronght
here while vory young, Finally as an ex-
periment It was decided to permit the
minister to bring back with him to Amer-
lea twenty boys.  He sclected the sons
of farmers as being better fitted physi-
eally to enter into mechanlenl training,
The expenses of the pupils are paid by
their fathers. Mr. Kin's plans are not
yet known to the people in charge of the
misslon, but it ix understood the lnds are
to remain here for some yonrs, and return
to China with a liberal wechnnien]l and
sclentifie edueation.  China, it is belleved,
will alvo apply soon to this Government
for the privilege of sending one or more
of its youths to West Point and Annapo-
lis. The twenty youngsters who will are
rive soon will remain here under bonds to
return to their native country, anil every
precaution will be tnken ngaiust the viola-

tion of our anti-Chinese laws,

IMMIGRATION BILL PASBED,

After two days’ debate the House Wed-
nesday, by the overwhelining vote of 105
to 20, passedd the Bartholdt-MoCall fmmi-
gration bl as modificd by the Corlise
amondment. The Rtone consular bill,
which was offered ns n substitute, was des
feated 70 to 181.  The bill as passed ndds
to the classes of aliens exeluded from ad.
misslon to the United States all male por-
sons between the ages of 10 aud GO years
(except parents of persons living in this
conntry) who cannot both read aml write
English or some other language. The Cor-
lisa amendment added to the bill exeludes
aliens who come across the borders year
after year to perform lnbor in the United
Btates with no Intention of settling there-
in. It declares nll labor contracts with
allens vold and makes poarties theroto
within the jurisdiction of the United
States punishable by a fine of 81,000 or
Imprisonment not exceoding one year;
makes It o misdemennor for o naturalized
cltizen who has roturncd to a foreign
conntry to make the same hix home to
again perform labor in the United States;
makes it o misdemennor for any alion
to cross the border for Inbor in the United
SBtates except at a port of entry, and im-
poses a head tax of 50 cents on ench Imml-
